and- she will hesitate a long time be 
fore she runs away to marry a bo' 
incapable 
of maintaining a horn 
"My work with the girls is entirely 
constructive. I have little faith in 
my ability to reform 
anyone, 
bu 
much in th,e chance to form the righ 
standards in the average girl.s mind 
I combine physical hygiene with 
practical home making, child training 
and the responsibility of each girl to 
the future generation. 


"The results of an immoral life. ar, 
not held up to my pupils, put the 
beauty of the ideal mental and spir 
itual relationships of the home are 
constantly held up to them. The girls 
make a .budget of expenses for a 
home to be maintained on a $100 a 
month salary. 
They imagine they 
have married a man who earns that 
sum. 
It looks easy to run a house 
on that amount and. save $25 monthly 
The results of car'eful investigation 
of prices of food, clothing, incidenta 
expenses of dentists' bills, doctors 
bills, 
care 
fare, 
and 
numerous 
other things that must be taken into 
account fairly 
stagger 
enthusiastic 
young women. They begin to realize 
the value of money and to appreciate 
how mother has to skimp to make 
ends meet.

On Sunday, Feb. 1, more than 
a hundred students employed at the 
university commons were thrown out 
o£ work without warning and without 
excuse. The same act threw severa 
hundred student patrons out of a place 
to eat. The only apparent reason for 
this action was that the student work 
ers had dared to organize-into a body 
and to present 
to the managemenl 
what they thought was a reasonable 
request. The cause they represented 
las not been attacked. On the other 
land, our union has been criticized 
for its plan 
of organisation; 
our 
method 
of presenting the case has 
jeen condemned, it has been charged 
:hat a strike has been declared and 
;hat the management bad 
therefore 
>een forced into this action; our lead- 
ers have been charged with misrep- 
resentation and deceit. In short, every 
means has been employed to discredit 
our leaders and wreck our organiza- 
ion, but practically nothing has been 
advanced to meet us on the issue." 
The reasons for this attitude are 
hen cited from the waiters' "view- 
point. After telling of the appeal to 
he regents, the statement continues: 
Threats to Intimidate. 
"The reply of the executive commit- 
ee of the board of regents was that 
he matter would be placed entirely 
n the hands of Mr. Bumpus, business 
manager of the university. Three days 
efore this decision was reached sev- 
ral long hardwood billies were made 
t the commons. Nearly a week be- 
ore the r,regents ever heard of our 
ase the management tried to intimi- 
.ate the 'student workers by threats 
if discharge if they would not leave 
he union. 
In the face of all this the union 
nly waited, trusting that the business 
manager would reconsider his order 
and grant our point, for facts proved 
hat the right1 was on our side. 
"On Sunday morning breakfast was 
erved in the same way as it always 
lad been. The .second semester did 
lot— oben- for =*.notner—week a'n«k we 
lad been assured our positions until 
hat time. At noon we returned to 
vork, and to our' astonishment found 
he doors locked and-guarded by uni- 
ormed and armed policemen. The 
lilies prepared the week before were 
now given to the yardmen to be used 
n the union men if they tried to enter 
When the yardmen refused to club 
he students and take their work, they 
were discharged. 
Two Girls Discharged. 
:Two girls were discharged with the 
oys. They were the only two girls 
vho had taken an active interest to 
he union. One had been to a single 
meeting; the name of the other had 
appeared, in a paper as being a mem- 
ber of the-. executive committee of the 
union. They were later given, to un- 
derstand that their dismissal was due 
to their 
enthusiasm 
for the union. 
Many other occurrences warranted a 
conclusion that the 
lockout was a 
move to crush the union and the cause 
for which we stood. In reply we made 
no demonstration of any kind." 
The union's statement declares that 
the organization has done everything 
possible to carry out its agreement 
with the authorities, and charges the 
management with seemingly having 
"done all in its power to distort and 
avoid both the letter and the spirit of 
the agreement." 
'"Less than one-third of the student 
workers have been returned to work," 
continues the statement. "Their places 
have been filled with salaried men." 
The waiters charge that discrimina- 
tion was practiced 
in taking back 
union men, that the non-union men 
were taken back the first day, while 
only four of the sixteen union men 
were hired that day; tluit the most 
needy were not given the preference, 
that trivial lapses were sufficient to 
bar them from employment, and that 
arbitration of two questions left open 
for such settlement has been "flatly 
refused."Co-eds Make Protest; 
The girls 
in Barnard dormitory 
have sent to the board of regents a 
written protest •- against the present 
state of affairs, concludes the state- 
ment: "Prominent individuals and or- 
ganizations about the state are mak- 
ing similar protests.

In Washington there is a saying 


that has a terrifying, ring to . the 
woman inexperienced in public 'life. 
It is to the effect that .any~woman 
who comes to the capital, if she finds 
herself unable . to sustain a dinner 
conversation wdth a statesman, had 
say, it is not really as .bad .as all 
this. 
The -fact ' remains, however, 
that an intelligent grasp of public 
affiaris and the abiltiy to comprehend 
the politics of the day, are necessary 
to the woman who moves in a spciey 
largely made up of diplomats, states- 
men and public officials. 
Few women /enter public life in 
Washington better equipped for its 
demands than Mrs. .Tames H. Brady, 
the young bride of Senator Brady of 
Idaho. 'She has' a • natural zest 'for 
politics and public questions, but she 
has a well 'trained mind. She spent 
three years at the University of Chi- 
cago, and after that was graduated 
from the University if 
California.. 
She was,the first woman ever award- 
ed, a diploma in political science by 
tb.at institution. . Here she herself 
takes up the rather serious interests 
of her. girlhood, speaking with charac- 
teristic modesty and an evident sr'eV 
luctance:

"After I was graduated at Berkeley 


T went back to:Chicago. which is so- 
cilogically the Most interesting 
city 
in America. I ;had become so inter- 
ested 'in psycb,oligy and soclilogy at 
the Chicago university that I wanted 
some experience in social work. After 
looking1 about'-ifierT"decide*' that tlie" 
Associated- Charities- of -Chicago would 
afford more valuable opportunities to 


the social worker than the settlements 
even, so I offered my services .as a 
friendly .visitor. This is a way, as I 
soon found out, in which ony.girl con 
: continue, in the mostfascinating, proc- 
tical 'and yet helpful, manner, the 
study of sociology which she has be- 
gun in a college or university. And 
there can be few experiences wli.ich 
could contribute more to the broaden- 
ing of her sympathies." 


Before her marriage Mrs. Brady was 
Miss Irene Moore of Illinois. She is 
a bride of six months and had never 
lived at the capital until after her 
marriage, so that the "same interest 
attaches to her which always centers 
,in a newcomer in Washington's official 
set, and in a bride the world over. She 
is one of five sisters and has that 
efficiency 
in housekeeping matters 
which somehow seem to he the rule 
in a big family of girls. She enjoys 
social life, but society is by no means 
one of her dominant interests. Books 
are. Mrs. Brady loves them, and even 
in the whirl of a Washington season 
makes time for them. Her taste in 
reading is for history and biography: 
Like manyt. women .in official social 
life in Washington, Mrs. Brady fol- 
lows national legislation 
with 
the 
keenest interest. She is usually to be 
seen in the senate gallery when any 
debate of importance is in progress 
en the floor. 
Though her interests are for1 the 
most part serious, the wife of Senator 
Brady.possesses in a marked degree 
the charm of femininity.
